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Cooperation  to  compile  and  maintain  information  on  federal  aid  programs 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  Illinois  Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation, 
a  bipartisan,  support  agency  of  the  General  Assembly,  is  mandated  the 
responsibility  of  serving  as  the  "...  information  center  for  the  General 
Assembly  in  the  field  of  federal-state  relations, . . .  and  compiling  and 
maintaining  current  information  on  available  and  pending  federal  aid 
programs  . . . ."  [25 ILCS  130/4-2  (1996  State  Bar  Edition)]. 

In  meeting  this  responsibility,  the  Commission  records  and 
tracks  applications  for,  and  awards  of,  federal  grants  to  state  agencies. 
In  addition,  the  Commission  conducts  an  annual  survey  designed  to 
identify  the  receipt  of  federal  aid  funds  by  Illinois  state  agencies. 

The  Federal  Funds  to  State  Agencies  (FFSA)  report  is  designed 
to  provide  legislators  and  legislative  staff  with  a  comprehensive 
reference  of  information  on  federal  funds  that  are  received  by  state 
agencies.  The  FFSA  report  augments  the  information  provided  in  the 
Commission's  monthly  reports  of  federal  fund  transactions  by  listing 
federal  aid  awards  on  a  state  fiscal  year  basis  and  including  descriptive 
program  information.  It  is  hoped  that  this  information  will  help 
legislators  and  legislative  staff  develop  a  clearer  understanding  of  the 
federal  programs  used  by  Illinois  state  agencies,  and  of  the  levels  at 
which  those  programs  are  being  funded. 

The  Illinois  Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation 
is  also  required  to  report  annually  to  the  General  Assembly  on  the 
adequacy  of  programs  financed  by  federal  aid  in  the  state,  types  and 
nature  of  federal  aid  programs  in  which  state  agencies  or  local 
governments  did  not  participate,  and  to  make  recommendations  on 
such  matters  [25  ILCS  130/4-2(i)(c)] 

Adequacy  of  Programs  Financed  by  Federal  Aid 

Each  state  agency,  in  its  budgetary  process  with  the  General 
Assembly,  reports  evaluation  and  funding  data  as  required.  Through 
this  process,  the  General  Assembly  receives  information  on  the 
adequacy  of  programs  financed  by  federal  aid  in  the  State.  The  Illinois 
Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation,  as  requested  or 
assigned  by  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  produces  special 
reports  relative  to  federal  funds.  The  report,  prepared  for  the  Federal 
Funds  Task  Force  Public  Hearing  (Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  36), 
March  1992  is  one  such  example. 
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Identification  of  New  Federal  Funds  [Types  and  Nature  of  Programs  Not 
Applied  For] 

The  Illinois  Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation 
works  closely  with  the  Illinois  Federal  Clearinghouse,  a  new 
Governor's  Office  initiative,  to  identify  and  make  information 
available  on  additional  federal  aid  programs  that  may  provide 
resources  for  state  agencies  and  local  governments.  Extensive 
Clearinghouse  information,  including  referrals  to  Commission 
publications,  such  as  Grant  Alerts,  is  available  on  the  internet  at 
www.state.il.us.  Grant  Alerts  is  also  published  monthly  and  mailed 
extensively  to  potential  grant  users  throughout  the  state.  Obviously 
there  is  a  plethora  of  federal  aid  programs  for  which  state  and  local 
governments  determine  it  inappropriate  to  apply  for  funding. 
Therefore,  no  applications  are  submitted.  Generally,  the  types  and 
nature  of  these  programs  are  those  more  appropriately  designated  for 
funding  through  private  and  not  for  profit  entities. 

Recommendations 

The  Commission  will  make  recommendations  as  deemed 
appropriate. 


Overview 

Illinois  state  agencies  participate  in  approximately  350  federal 
programs  per  year.  During  the  past  few  years,  federal  grant  awards  for 
the  programs  used  by  state  agencies  have  continued  to  increase, 
following  the  trend  in  expenditures  for  total  U.S.  grants  (see  Figure  1). 
In  FY  1998,  these  awards  totaled  $8.7  billion  and  were  estimated  to 
increase  to  $9.1  billion  in  FY  1999.  A  closer  look  at  the  federal  aid  table 
in  Appendix  B  reveals  that  the  net  $400  million  difference  from  FY 
1998  to  FY  1999,  although  positive,  is  a  mix  of  increases  and  decreases. 
Congress  has  increased  some  programs,  while  other  programs  have 
been  reduced  or  eliminated.

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Some  of  the  major  increases  in  federal  funds  from  FY  1999  to 
FY  2000  include  the  Foster  Care  and  Adoption  Assistance  programs 
administered  by  the  Department  of  Children  and  Family  Services;  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Community  Affairs  Low-Income  Home 
Energy  Assistance  (LIHEAP);  the  Department  of  Human  Service's 
Vocational  Rehabilitation  Grants  to  States,  Child  Care  and 
Development  Block  Grant-Discretionary,  as  well  as,  the  Child  Care 
and  Development-Mandatory/Matching  programs;  the  Department  of

Programs  with  substantial  reductions  include  the  Department 
of  Commerce  and  Community  Affairs'  Employment  and  Training 
Assistance-Dislocated  Workers,  JTPA  Summer  Youth  Employment 
Program,  and  Welfare  to  Work  Grants  to  States  and  Localities;  the 
Social  Services  Block  Grant,  Substance  Abuse  Block  Grant,  funded  by 
the  Department  of  Human  Services;  the  Immunization  Grant  and 
Breast  and  Cervical  Cancer  Early  Detection  Program  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Health;  the  Public  Safety  Partnerships  and 
Community  Policing  Grants  (COPS)  of  the  State  Police;  Surface 
Transportation  Program  and  Special  Projects  under  Highway  Planning 
and  Construction  administered  by  the  Department  of  Transportation; 
and  the  Employment  Demonstration  program  administered  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education. 

Using  This  Handbook 

The  federal  programs  in  this  handbook  were  included  if  the 
funds  were  received  directly  from  the  federal  government  or  a  non- 
state  agency.  Programs  in  which  a  state  agency  received  funds 
(subgrants)  from  another  state  agency  have  been  excluded  to  avoid 
"double  counting"  or  falsely  inflating  the  dollar  totals.  However,  a 
table  on  subgrants  has  been  added  (Appendix  C)  to  indicate  the  flow 
of  federal  funds  from  some  state  agencies  to  others. 

The  program  descriptions  in  FFSA  are  preceded  by  a  table  of 
contents  that  lists  the  federal  programs  used  by  state  agencies  from  FY 
1998  through  FY  2000.  This  table  will  facilitate  the  location  of  the 
federal  program  descriptions  as  well  as  indicate  which  groups  of 
federal  programs  are  used  by  each  state  agency.  Tables  showing 
federal  aid  award  totals  by  state  agency  are  appended.  Programs 
within  each  agency  are  listed  by  the  numbers  assigned  to  them  by  the 
U.S.  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB)  in  their  Catalog  of 
Federal  Domestic  Assistance.  Descriptions  of  each  program  include 
the  proper  name,  program  description  (objectives  and  services 
provided  or  supported),  formula  description,  matching  requirements, 
account  identification  number  (federal),  and  a  table  illustrating  the 
outlays  to  Illinois  for  FY  1998,  FY  1999  and  FY  2000. 

This  FFSA  handbook  contains  two  sections  of  state 
information  to  assist  legislators  and  staff  in  linking  the  federal 
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program  data  to  the  state  budget.  A  State  Trust  Fund  section  identifies 
the  trust  fund(s)  used  for  depositing  the  federal  grants,  and  a  table 
identifies  which  state  programs  are  supported  and  what  areas  and 
populations  of  Illinois  are  served  by  the  federal  grants  (see  following 
example).

Descriptions  of  the  federal  programs  include  their  proper 
names,  common  names  (where  appropriate),  and  five-digit  identifying 
numbers  (referred  to  as  OMB  catalog  numbers)  as  listed  in  the  U.S. 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  Catalog  of  Federal  Domestic 
Assistance.  Each  OMB  catalog  number  serves  to  identify  a  federal 
program  and  the  administering  federal  agency.  In  a  few  instances 
where  federal  programs  are  not  listed  in  the  Catalog  of  Federal 
Domestic  Assistance,  this  Commission  has  assigned  a  unique 
identifying  number.  The  program  descriptions  are  arranged  in 
ascending  order  by  OMB  catalog  number.  For  example,  the  list  below 
shows  the  basic  numbering  scheme  and  the  corresponding  federal 
agencies:

Information  Sources 

The  basic  sources  for  the  fiscal  data  included  in  the  FFSA 
report  are  the  Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation's 
annual  federal  aid  surveys  which  have  examined  the  use  of  federal 
funds  by  Illinois  state  agencies  from  FY  1973  until  the  present.  The 
Commission  has  combined  its  survey  information  with  information 
compiled  through  its  weekly  federal  aid  tracking  system  to  obtain 
actual  and  estimated  totals  for  most  federal  programs.  The  fiscal 
information  is  supplied  directly  by  the  state  agencies,  and  it  is 
assumed  the  figures  are  supplied  in  good  faith  and  are  substantially 
correct.  In  a  few  cases  where  federal  programs  provide  funds  under 
several  subcategories,  the  fiscal  information  was  obtained  from 
Federal  Funds  Information  for  States  (FFIS),  a  project  sponsored  by 
the  National  Conference  of  State  Legislatures  and  the  National 
Governors  Association.  The  primary  source  for  the  program 
descriptive  information  is  the  U.S.  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's 
Catalog  of  Federal  Domestic  Assistance.

Program  Description:  This  program  consolidates  Federal  library 
services  programs  designed  to  stimulate  excellence  and  promote  access 
to  learning  and  information  resources  in  all  types  of  libraries,  to  provide 
linkages  among  and  between  libraries,  and  to  promote  targeted  library 
services  to  people  of  diverse  geographic,  cultural,  and  socioeconomic 
backgrounds.

information  through  electronic  networks;  (4)  encouraging  libraries  in 
different  areas,  and  encouraging  different  types  of  libraries  to  establish 
consortia  and  share  resources;  or  (5)  paying  costs  for  libraries  to  acquire 
or  share  computer  systems  and  telecommunications  technologies;  and 
(6)  targeting  library  and  information  services  to  persons  having  difficulty 
using  a  library  and  to  underserved  urban  and  rural  communities, 
including  children  from  birth  through  age  17  from  families  with  incomes 
below  the  poverty  line. 

Formula  Description:  Grants  to  states  are  based  on  the  most  recent 
total  population  from  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  but  with  a  $340,000 
minimum  for  the  50  states,  District  of  Columbia,  and  Puerto  Rico,  and 
$40,000  minimum  for  the  other  outlying  areas.  The  federal  share  is  66 
percent.

The  program  assists  and  promotes  the  transition  of 
program  enrollees  into  unsubsidized  employment.  The  individuals  who 
are  employed  may  be  placed  in  work  assignments  at  local  service 
agencies  (e.g.,  schools,  hospitals,  day  care  centers,  park  systems,  etc.),  or 
may  be  given  work  assignments  in  connection  with  community  service 
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projects.  A  portion  of  project  funds  may  be  used  to  provide  participants 
with  training,  counseling  and  other  support  services. 

Formula  Description:  The  statutory  allocation  formula  (Section  506  of 
the  Act)  provides  for  the  distribution  of  funds  among  states  on  the  basis 
of  a  hold-harmless  factor,  the  number  of  persons  aged  55  and  over 
residing  in  each  state  and  the  per  capita  income  (PCI)  in  each  state. 
Project  sponsors  must  contribute  at  least  10  percent  of  the  costs  of  the 
project.  The  sponsor  share  may  be  contributed  in  cash  or  in-kind.  This 
program  has  maintenance  of  effort  requirements.

This  program 
has  maintenance  of  effort  requirements.

In 
addition  to  federal  grants,  states  may  receive  moneys  directly  generated 
from  activities  that  received  CDBG  funding,  These  moneys,  termed 
"program  income,"  include  gross  repayments  of  housing  and  business 
loans  made  with  CDBG  funds,  gross  sales  proceeds  from  properties 
acquired  or  improved  with  CDBG  funds,  and  gross  proceeds  resulting 
from  the  use  of  CDBG-assisted  properties.  States  are  authorized  to 
require  that  recipients  of  state-distributed  CDBG  funds  return  to  the 
state  any  program  income  generated  as  a  result  of  the  funding,  except 
when  such  program  income  is  used  to  continue  the  activity  that 
generated  it  (e.g.,  reissuance  of  loans).  States  are  then  able  to 
redistribute  the  program  income  in  the  form  of  grants. 

Recent  federal  regulations  require  states  to  account  for  all  program 
income  resulting  from  state  administered  nonentitlement  area  grants 
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and  maintain  records  (with  only  minor  exceptions)  of  all  program 
income  indefinitely.  Because  program  income  may  grow  when  a  state 
issues  new  income  generating  grants  or  redistributes  program  income 
from  earlier  grants,  this  requirement  places  a  considerable  burden  on 
states. 

Formula  Description:  Nonentitlement  cities  receive  30  percent  of 
CDBG  funds.  The  statistical  factors  for  each  state  are  reduced  to  reflect 
only  the  nonentitled  areas  of  the  state.  The  allocations  consist  of  a  dual 
formula  and  are  based  on  an  amount  equaling  the  greater  of  the 
amounts  calculated.  All  percentages  are  based  on  the  most  recent 
decennial  census  except  where  noted.  Formula  one  factors  are 
population,  extent  of  poverty,  and  extent  of  overcrowding  weighted  25, 
50,  and  25  percent  respectively.  The  second  formula  factors  are 
population,  poverty,  and  age  of  housing  (number  of  year-round  housing 
units  built  before  1939  or  earlier)  weighted  20,  30  and  50  percent 
respectively.  If  the  state  elects  to  administer  the  program,  the  funds  flow 
to  the  state,  which  redistributes  them  to  localities.  A  state  may  retain  up 
to  $100,000  plus  two  percent  of  its  grant  for  administration  and  must 
match  each  federal  dollar  in  excess  of  $100,000  used  for  administration. 
These  block  grants  funds  may  be  used  for  other  federal  grant-in-aid 
programs  provided  they  meet  the  CDBG  criteria.

Projects,  and  a  state  minimum  guarantee  allocation. 

(1)     NATIONAL  HIGHWAY  SYSTEM  (NHS) 

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  serve  major 
population  centers,  interstate  and  interregional  travel,  and  public 
transportation  facilities.  Funds  will  be  available  for  projects  such  as  new 
construction;  resurfacing,  restoring,  rehabilitating,  and  reconstructing 
roads;  highway  safety  improvement,  highway  research  and  planning, 
traffic  management,  carpools,  and  bicycle  and  pedestrian  pathways. 

Formula  Description:  Funds  for  the  NHS  and  STP  are  apportioned  to 
the  states  using  essentially  the  same  distribution  formula.

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  develop  and 
maintain  state  natural  gas,  liquefied  natural  gas,  and  hazardous  liquid 
pipeline  safety  programs.  Eligible  activities  cover  such  areas  as 
inspection  and  testing  of  gas  pipelines  as  well  as  related  travel,  training, 
and  research. 

Formula  Description:  The  Natural  Gas  Pipeline  Safety  Act  authorizes 
federal  reimbursement  of  up  to  50  percent  of  a  state's  expenditures 
during  the  year  for  personnel,  equipment,  and  activities  reasonably 
required  by  the  state  agency  for  the  conduct  of  its  pipeline  safety 
program.  The  Act  further  stipulates  that  the  state  expenditures  in  any 
given  year,  without  federal  assistance,  cannot  be  less  than  the  average 
amount  expended  by  the  state  for  gas  pipeline  safety  during  FY  1967  and 
1968  and  for  the  last  two  fiscal  years  preceding  the  date  of  enactment  of 
the  Hazardous  Liquid  Pipeline  Safety  Act  of  1979.  The  state  agency  must 
also  agree  to  provide  the  remaining  cost  of  the  safety  program(s).  Within 
these  limitations,  the  formula  used  to  allocate  the  majority  of  available 
funds  assigns  a  preliminary  allocation  based  on  a  percentage  factor 
inversely  related  to  the  size  of  the  requested  funding.  These  amounts 
are  modified  by  subtracting  an  amount  calculated  by  multiplying  the 
difference  between  the  total  requests  and  the  primary  portion  of 
available  funds  by  the  result  of  dividing  each  state's  shortfall  (the 
difference  between  the  request  and  the  preliminary  allocation)  by  the 
total  shortfall.  This  produces  a  primary  allocation.  A  secondary 
allocation  is  determined  by  assigning  point  values  to  the  states  for 
having  achieved  certain  levels  of  program  participation,  dividing  this 
point  score  by  the  sum  of  the  states'  point  scores,  and  multiplying  this 
ratio  by  the  amount  available  for  the  distribution.  In  1992,  federal 
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allocations  represented  35  percent  of  the  estimated  state  request  in  the 
natural  gas  program  (range:  21  to  50  percent)  and  28  percent  in  the 
hazardous  liquid  program  (range:  18  to  50  percent).  The  criteria  used 
are  jurisdiction,  inspector  qualifications,  recommended  number  of 
inspection  persons/days,  and  underground  utility  damage  prevention.

The  NAP  factors  are  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  in  accordance 
with  Sections  4  and  11,  respectively,  of  the  Act;  the  numbers  of  lunches 
are  obtained  from  programmatic  reports  submitted  to  FNS.  Section  11 
of  the  Act  requires  that  the  NAP  factors  be  adjusted  annually,  according 
to  changes  in  the  food  away  from  home  component  of  the  Consumer 
Price  Index  for  all  urban  consumers;  the  source  is  the  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics.  Effective  with  the  1981-82  school  year  (school  year  being 
defined  as  the  period  July  I  through  June  30),  and  subsequent  years 
thereafter,  each  state  must  appropriate  from  state  revenues  and  use,  for 
program  purposes,  an  amount  equal  to  30  percent  of  the  Section  4  funds 
made  available  to  the  state  in  the  1980-81  school  year.
